conscience, The rousing of the nation to the poverty and 
misery festering in the great overcrowded urban centres was 
the work of a number of great non-Jews, and one Jew (Disraeli).

Canon BARNETT, Toynbee's first Warden. 
settle University. men in industrial areas, where they could 
bc in: friendly tonch with the inhabitants, helping and 
(caching, and themselves learning in the best university of 
vil—the university of expérience. The plan quickly took 
-hape, the young men from the great seats of learning enrolled 
themselves, and ever since Toynbee has been a busy hive of 
leadership, education in its broadest sense, and social 
inquiry. It has been associated with many of the outstanding 
reforms which have made life better worth living for the poor. 
lt has striven to spread the knowledge and appreciation of art 
smong them. Its various classes were joined by more than 
1,000 pupils last term. And its premiseS form a centre in which 
the members of many local movements foregather... In brief, it 
las been a beacon light to the more fortunate, showing the path 
of duty to their less happy fellow-men, a help and encouragement 
(to the poor, and a bond of union between all classes. Product of 
the too-much derided nineteenth century, it has humanised life 
and blazed the trail towards a better age. - 

One of the distinguishing merits of Toynbee is that it was 
started, and has remainéd, undenominational. It has been 
‘religious only in the wide sense of human charity and 
brotherhood. And so it has played a great part in the lives of 
many East End Jews, and the atmosphere of comradeship which 
has pervaded it must surely have sweetened the relationships 
between Jew and non-Jew in a large area where misunder- 
standing might have been, as it so often is, the mother of strife. 
Perhaps it is a hitle strange that it has not attracted many 
Jewish university men. We ourselves reccll one well-known 
Jewish resident, Mr. Harry Lewis, part ‘author of “~The 
Jew in- London,” and there may have been others. But 
numerous Jews have done good work in connection with 
the Settlement, though not residing within its walls. It is, 
however, with the Jewish masses that Toynbee has been 
most closely linked. Two years ago, decorative panels were 
unveiled in the lecture hall, which were the work of a 
young Jewish painter, Mr. A. ZIBGLER, who began life 
as an errand boy and studied art in his spare time. The 
present distinguished Warden, Dr. MALLON, in a recent inter- 
view tells us that Toy nbee is as much Jewish as it is 
Gentile. The majority of its students, and“ the best of them,” 
are Jews. Of the several thousands of clients dealt with by its 
Poor Man's Lawyer Organisation some ninety per cent. are 
members of our Community. To Toynbee come Jews in 
large numbers for guidance upon various matters, such as 
education and insurance. To Dr. MALLON has been committed 
the difficulties of German Jewish refugees, with good results.

Troup in the world was formed at Toynbee twenty-seven years 
ago, while the official Juvenile Employment Exchange, located 
on the same premises, is the means through which most of the 
Jewish children in Stepney find occupation. We cannot forget 
that Jews themselves have not been slow in ministering to the 
needs of their coreligionists in the district, Some years ago, 
four young Jewish enthusiasts founded Lewis House and 
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worked it-on the Toynbee model. It lasted only three years. 
But the St. George's Jewish Settlement, under the inspiring 
direction of Mr. Basti Q. HENRIQUES, now carries on much 
valuable work along the same lines, with which our readers are 
familiar. Nevertheless, we cannot recognise too warmly the 
practical sympathy and co-operation which our Community 
receives from the great-hearted labours of our fellow-citizens at 
Toynbee. Their effects on the neighbourhood must have been 
beneficial and far-reaching. Whitechapel, a busy shopping 
and commercial district, has lost the unsayoury reputa- 
tion it once bore. Modern social legislation, the product 
of Toynbee principles, has left its mark on the district. The 
very presence of the Jews, with the “ salutary effect which it 
has had on the mora! and social welfare” of the neighbourhood 
~—-to quote a prominent member of the Quaker movement and 
veteran East End worker, Mr. R. A. SLADER—has been a 
notable factor in the improvement. But do not let us ran away 
with the mistake that all is now for the best in the best of all 
possible districts. The distressing statements on Bast End 
slums,made ata recent meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians. 
point to a far different conclusion. There is much yet to be 
done, but meanwhile Jews can welcome the heartening labours 
of Toynbee Hall for, after all, is not Toynbeeism but Judaism 
writ large, and are not the ideals of social justice which inspire 
it among the cardinal principles which are the glory of our own 
great religious faith ?

Tue solution of the Saar plebiscite difficulty at the recent 
League meeting at Geneva, was hailed, and 
rightly, as a score for the League and a con- 
tribution to the maintenance of European peace. 
From that point of view, Jews, like all other men 
of goodwill, rejoice in it. But it failed to provide security for the 
local Jewish population, who, twelve months hence, will only 
too probably be given the ‘ilternatives, either of leaving the 
territory in which they have been settled for generations or 
falling into the misery and humiliation which is the lot of 
the Jews in Hitler's Reich. There is a moral in this of which the 
voluble detractors of Jewry might be asked to take note if they 
were amenable to reason on the plain evidence of their own eyes. 
Among the many baseless fictions which they love to propagate 
is the theory that world politics are dominated by — Inter- 
national Jewry,” working underground for the benefit of its own 
members. Yet we now see that this allegedly, all-powerful body 
cannot prevent a new oppression of a Jewish Community, and its 
impotence is revealed for all men to see. In their reckless’ and 
wicked campaign of incitement, the Jew-baiters have even asserted 
that the League of Nations is a Jew-controlled association, dancing 
to the tune called by Jewish intriguers. Yet it is this very League 
which has, to all intents and purposes, abandoned Saar Jewry to its 
fate. As we have said, it is useless to expect this revelation to 
make any impression on mud-slingers not concerned with mere 
faets. But it deserves to be filed for reference when information is 
being conveyed to the sane majority, who are more interested in 
sober truth than in lying malevolence.

The gentleman in question 
complains that some societies think that they confer a favour when 
they invite a lecturer, which is, bluntly, Chutzpah! He thinks that

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LESSONS FROM THE SIDRA 


The Call of the Prophet 


By the Rev. EPHRAIM LEVINE, M.A, 


Mow, Exodus Chs. 1, v. 1—6, v. 1 


The call of Moses to the service of God and his people is the 
outstanding event of this portion. Moses, trained at the court of 
Pharaoh, felt the call of the blood; the sufferings of his brethren 
had moved him to sympathy; he went forth among them and saw 
their burdens. To one placed as he was, enjoying immunity from 
oppression, the condition of his people might have remained a 
matter of indifference. But service rises above personal comfort. 
The man who was to lead Israel, had already proved his fitness 
for the task. Now he was tending the flock of Jethro... A lamb 
had strayed, and Moses had gone to seek it ; he found it by a pool of 
water quenching its thirst; tenderly he carried it back upon his 
shoulder. As he was returning he saw a sight that dazzled him; a 
bush was burning with fire, but the bush was not consumed. It 
was a strange phenomenon, even to one accustomed to the wonders 
of the forest. Now he heard the voice calling him by name and 
bidding him draw near in reverent attitude, for the ground on which 
he stood was holy. It was the most sacred hour of his life when 
God called him to dedicate his love and sympathy to the service 
of Israel. Lam the God of your fathers ; I have seen the sufferings 
of Israel in Egypt; I send vou to intercede. I see you tender and 
loving, counting nothing too small for your care, concerned for the 
safety ofa tiny lamb. You who are filled with such tenderness for 
a dumb creature will find a larger field for your heart and love in 
the cause of your people. If a man is found worthy in small things, 
to what great tasks cannot he be sent ? 

The first mark of the true leader is diffidence. Moses hid his 
face. Only lesser people think themselves fitted for responsibility 
and rush into it. There are men who, in the cruel phrase of the 
ancient historian, were universally adjudged to be fit for the highest 
office till they attained it and held it. Others never reveal the 
latent powers till they assume responsibility and prove their ability 
to shoulder it. It is the mark of the prophets that they one and 
all hear the call of God with trepidation. The first thought is 
of their own unworthiness. Moses is heavy of speech and feels 
himself hampered by disqualifications. Jeremiah pleads that he is 
a lad untrained and untried; Isaiah sees himself as a man of 
unclean lips. But the Divine voice speedily reassures them. God 
recognises his servants and he knows their possibilities. His call 
will brook no refusal. If we are endowed with. certain gifts, albeit 
we may be unconscious of them, they are ours to consecrate to a 
great purpose. Talents do not reach their maturity till they are 
applied. Through labour we are brought to birth, though striving 
we come to success, by industry we come to realise ourselves. The 
higher call does not promise a life of ease. It came to Moses from 
a burning thorn bush; the fire kept on burning, and the bush was 
not consumed. The labourer’s task is never over, the fires of zeal 
must be kept burning. Life is full of disappointments and evidences 
of unfinished or apparently impossible labours; but if enthusiasm 
remains and the spirit is undaunted, the servant of God will never 
desist from his mission. 

Our Rabbis call attention to the significance of the thorn bush as 
the place from which God revealed himself. It was the simplest 
and humblest spot, the ordinary common type of bush that abounds 
in the wilderness. Surely the majesty of God were better set 
in the lofty cedar, or in some other of the magnificent and stately 
trees of the forest. We can see and feel the presence of God 
in the grand and the magnificent; if is more difficult to recognise 
His presence in the lowly and the insignificant. There is no place 
too low to be lit up by the Shechina. Men are tested and proved 
worthy in small things, even more than in great. To keep one’s zeal 
for the ordinary task and the trivial round, to preserve one's 
enthusiasm in a humble sphere, to toil on and never lose sight of 
the goal, demands a strength and a force of character greater than 
that required of him whose lines have fallen in pleasant places. It 
is in the ceaseless round of little things that life predominates. 

Character is the first requisite of the seryant of God. Upon 
this we can build what we like, without it the superstructure falls 
to ruins. But eharacter is built up by discipline and experience. 
To Moses, the vision in Horeb was not alone a call to lead Israel 
from bondage to freedom ; it was a call to spread the knowledge of 
God. His life-work was a weary struggle to keep this before, the 
mind of a people prone to idolatry. He need not have wandered in 
the wilderness for forty years had he preferred to follow the path of 
least resistance. But ever before him was the vision of the burning 
bush. This sustained him amid trial and suffering, amid hesita- 
tion and fear of defeat. And at the end of his life, standing on the 
height of Pisgah, surveying the promised land into which he could 
not enter, looking back along the vista of years, he describes in that 
fine chapter of Deuteronomy the glories of Palestine with its green 
valleys and hills, and speaks of the precious things of the sun and 
the moon and of the ancient mountains and tbe everlasting hills. 
And at the end he recalls the goodwill of Him who dwelt in the 
bush, stressing it would seem the truth that all the work he had 
done had been the result of that early vision which had never left 
him, but which had guided his steps and kept him firm in his path. 
His life might be unfinished, but he had seen and heard God. The 
eall had come to him and he had heard it. He had tried to be 
faithful to the call.

NON-JEWISH CHILDREN’S PROFICIENCY IN SCRIPTURE 

A meeting of the Central Committee for Jewish Education of the 
Jewish Memorial Council was held on Thursday in last week, at the 
Jewish Communal Centre. Dr. M. EpstTers, Chairman of the Committee, 
presided. The Chairman, on behalf of the Committee, extended a 
welcome to Mr. G. J. Webber. 

Mr. Herbert M. Adler, Mr. L. G. Bowman and the Rev. I. Goldston 
were re-elected the Council's representatives on the Jews’ College 
Teachers’ Examinations Committee. In discussing grants to classes, 
Mr. Herbert M. Adler said that some of the grants kept the classes of tiny 
communities together, Mr. Adler presented the estimates of expenditure 
for 1935. The total estimated expenditure is £3,151, £118 more than 1934. 
This figure is apart from office expenditure. Mr. Adler also presented 
reports of a number of classes he had visited in the provinces, in the 
course of which he mentioned that in the Hull Hebrew Girls’ School there 
were a number of non-Jewish children who took the scripture lessons with 


the Jewish children and some of them excelled in their knowledge of the 
subject, 


Central Audit 


The SECRETARY, reporting upon the Central Audit for Talmud Torahs 
and other classes in respect of grants from distributing bodies, said- that 
ten Talmud Torahs had notified their intention to have their accounts 
audited by Messrs. Levy, Hyams and Co., the Auditors appointed by the 
Central Committee for Jewish Education. He also stated that the accounts 
of ten other Talmud Torahs were already being audited p:ofessionally or 
had made special arrangements for professional audits. None remained 
without such facilities. 

Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER said in connection with the extra grants that 
they were enabled to make through the surplus received from the Shechita 
Board, that the Committee would be glad to know that the Talmud Torah 
Trust had started continuation classes; one at the Great Garden Street 
Talmud Torah and one at the Dalston Talmud Torah. He was very 
hopeful that these Classes would be a success. 

At the last meeting of the Central Committee it was stated that it 
would be a good thing if children in small provincial centres who lacked 
contact with other Jewish children could be brought together, especially 
on occasions like Chanucah or Purim, and celebrate these festivals together. 
Mr. HERBERT ADLER reported that an innovation in connection with 
Chanucah celebrations had been introduced at Newport, Cardiff, Swansea 
and Pontypridd, as a result of a suggestion made by the Central Committee 
for Jewish Education. Children from adjacent smaller congregations were 


invited to attend, the Central Committee bearing part of the cost to enable 
them to travel.

Lew was 
unanimously elected Minister, 
Reader and Secretary to the Con- 
gregation. Mr. Lew received his 
early Talmudical training at the 
Yeshiva in Warsaw, and continued 
his studies at the Yeshiva in 
London. He entered Jews’ College 
and graduated B.A. with Ist Class 
Honours in 1931. In connection with 
this examination he was awarded 
the special Hester Rothschild Prize 
at University College, London. He 
also gained the Hebrew  Hollier 
Scholarship at University College 
and the Albert Lowy Prize (for 
proficiency in Semitic languages) at 
Jews’ College. 

Mr. Lew taught for five years at 
the Old Ford and Bow Religion 
Classes, where he was in charge of 
the Senior Class. In 1933 he gained 
the Aaron Blashki Prize at Jews’ 
College, awarded for proficiency in 
Hebrew Class teaching, and has been 
recently appointed an Examiner in

Lew has taken a keen interest in Jewish student life, and has actively par- 
ticipated in the Jewish Literary Society movement as a lecturer to various 
London Societies. He was Chairman of the Jews’ College Union Society.

Letussee tna the case of the little tragedy under 
notice, the officers explain that that room of theirs never could 
have become a club, and was destined for ever to be a wall (in 
witty Will Shakespeare's sense). They say that a club is all right 
far women who, having nothing to do, can do it on the club premises. 
but their men relatives, with their busy days, cannot be expected to 
ie themselves thither. They are exhausted by their labours and 
ave Only too anxious to betake themselves to their home fires, raise 
their feet to the mantelpiece, light a pipe, drop into a reverie, and 
. Sleep. Well, that doesu’t sound convincing. There are a number 
of clubs in North-West London, supposed to be for all sections, but 
practically Jewish alone in membership. The poor tired men turn 
out to some of them in great numbers and don't drop off to sleep. 
Why ? Because the clubs are card clubs, is the answer. Against 
all the attractions of the domestic fireside and the beautiful ties 
of the home, that lure is irresistible. Lay a few packs of cards on 
a table, and straightaway the tired Jew becomes a clubable man. 


S it really true that for us Jews a successful club can only be a 

- house of cards"? The Anglo-Palestine Club, is, I suppose, 
successful. I am told that cards are played there, but that they are 
. not its forte. There is also the Absa Club, attached to the Achei 
Brith, whose objects are to foster Jewish consciousness, encovrage 
comradeship, anil new members to the Friendly Society 
mént‘onel. But although it is a mixed club, the female members 
out-number the males by three to one, which may support the con- 
tention thas clubs: are not for tired Jewish business or working 
men. It would bo interesting to know whether the one or two 
Jewish tenn's or golf clubs that have been started have prospered, 
and, if so, whether tle secret of prosperity lies in the tennis 
racquet, or whether the golf club only succeeds because it has the 
help of the spade, the diamond and the heart. Abroad, the small 
Jewish Community of Lisbon, estimated at less than 1,000, supports 
a club which is said to Have 250 members. It is open every night, 
and a recent article.in. Tas Jewish CHRONICLE stated that it plays 
an important part in ths communal life of the local Community. 
I am told that there ara also Jewish clubs in America which 
flourish well enough. If that be true, and if our American co-re- 
ligionists know how to mak: such ventures “go,” then the non- 
clubability of the Jew is a myth. There is another point worthy 
of consideration. Jews in this country do frequent clubs which 
are not specifically Jewish. ‘Tirere is one famous political club 
not far from the House of Commoas where our brethren are to 
be found in large numbers. It muy well have been that particular 
institution in which a certain Scotsman, referred to in a recent 
issue of this paper, was offered a copy of Tur JewisH CHRONICLE to 
while away the time. And, if Jews frequent this club, again I ask : 
“Can a Jew be said to be devoid of the elub spirit?” I can hear 
someone objecting: “ No, he is not that; he only likes to consort 
with non-Jews—perhaps for a change!" But such a reply is a 
challenge to that Jewish clannishness of which so much is heard 
and made, | 
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PPRANKLY, doubt whether the Jew is not a clubable man 
3 is too “ social an “ animal” for that, and too fond of coarece= 
tion and argument. The mere fact that he is sometimes barced 
from entrance to non-sectarian clubs shows at least that be i 
anxious to enter them, and, of course, he cannot be blamed if some 
mediacvally-minded bigots shut the door ia his face.

“THE STUERMER” 
Mosley Finds a_ Friend 


“Ask Here in Nuremberg” 


Number 44 of the STUERMER begins with an attack on 
* Jewish Marxism,” which is” poisoning the world.” One article 
on Jews in Spain (page 2) refers approvingly to the Inquisition. 
“ Centuries ago,” it declares, “they recognised and got rid of the 
Jewish pest in Spain, but not so humanely as in the Third 
Empire. They did things summarily ; they simply hanged the 
Jews.” The author of this article, Friedrich Broek, also issues 
an appeal on the same page to Germans to avoid Jewish 
doctors. On page 6 is an attack on the Chairman of the Hago 
(Nazi Artisans’ Association) in Neuss, who is said to have 
invited two Jews to a local meeting. ~ If this is true,” says the 
STUERMER, he ought to have his brown shirt removed. And 
if you want to know what he deserves to have done to him after 
that ask here in Nuremberg.” « 

According to Number 45 (enlarged to ten pages) Jews in Holland 
are buying Christian children for ritual murder (Page 4). A letter 
from the Leader of the. Dutch National Socialists, Major Kraut, who 
has been conducting propaganda for some time past among the 
peasantry in Holland, states that the peasants “ volunteered” the 
story that Jews wanted to buy their children. To make the story 
more credible, a precise sum is quoted as having been offercd—40,000 
florins. . . The STUERMER comments on the story by saying 
that in a cultured country like Holland it is impossible for the 
Jews to steal Christian children, and so they tryto buythem. This, 
the paper says, is a conclusive proof of the fact that the Jews are 
still adhering to their old eult of slaughtering Christian children. 
Number 45 also contains an attack on a Jew of Herne (Westphalia) 
for alleged “racial crimes” against German girls, an articte on 
“ Jewish terror throughout France, especially in Alsace,” with 
references to the Stavisky case,a paragraph on the “Jewess” Lady 
Hamilton, “Lord Nelson's dependence on whom brought about his 
moral downfall,’ and a renewed attack on the authorities of the 
town of Kamen for employing an S.A. man to clean the local Jewish 
cemetery. A number of “ hereditary peasants” in Westphalia are 
censured for dealing with Jews. 

Number 46 reports a case where a sixteen-year old Jew named 

Norbert Frank was accused of dishonouring a girl of four. The 
youth was acquitted, but the STUERMER demands his steérilisation. 
According to the Talmud, it says, Jews are permitted to dishonour 
non-Jewish girls who have reached the age of three years and one 
day. * On the benches of our secondary and advanced schools Jews 
sat, and unfortunately still sit, among the German boys and girls,’ 
it declares. “In the chorus of bell-clear voices mingles the croking 
bass ofthe Jew ofthe same age. These Jews are years in advance of 
their German schoolmates physically, and therefore sexually. 
The early-maturing Jew was, and still is, a tremendous danger to his 
German colleagues who are still children. . . . The Jews have often 
corrupted whole classes. . If the Nazis were only a fraction 
of what the Jew accuses them of being, Norbert Frank would not 
now be alive. He would have been treated like the black violators 
of women in America, who are lynched by the people and strung up 
on the nearest lamp-post. Frank was arrested, and will be sent to 
ahome. It will be attempted, in vain, to silence the devil in him. 
Frank has shown whither his path leads. Only immediate castration 
can spare the non-Jews around him from the crime into which his 
blood will always be driving him.” 

Number 48 contains a half-page eulogy from its “London 
Correspondent, J.B.M.” of Sir Oswald Mosley and his Blackshirts. 
The article is headed, “ Give the Jew enough rope and he will hang 
himself.” “ The Englisb, onceso conservative and cool,” it begins, “are 
now in process of changing their attitude on the Jewish question. 
Only a year ago they were not only indifferent on the matter, but 
enraged at ‘Hitler's attack on the Jews,’ and the hard lot of the 
‘poor Jews’ who were so shamefully harried from their ‘ mother- 
country.’ But to-day, opinion is different. 

“Who has brought about this change? There is only one 
answer: the Jews themselves. They came to England, these 
‘German’ Jews, in their thousands, and found a warm welcome. 
One hundred and seventy places were created for Jewish professors 
at English Universities ; they were given money (over half-a-million 
pounds) ; they were given generous terms of residence; the press 
which is under the control of the big Jewish business advertisers, 
opened its columns to them. What did the Jew do? He made 
himself at home, he began to spread himself. He drove the English- 
men from their posts and swindled everyone that allowed himself 
to be taken in. He behaved as if he owned everything. He agitated 
against Germany and demanded that the Government give Jews 
preference. Andso he went on, until the Englishmen began to 
have enough of it. 

It was this psychological moment that Sir Oswald Mosley, the 
leader of the Blackshirts, had been waiting for. Mosley is a great 
speaker, a fearless fighter, but above all a skilful diplomat. His 


national policy had long ago been an annoyance and challenge to 
the Jews. His economic plans in no way suited the internationa) 
Jew. His steady refusal to admit Jews as members of his party 
was a deep insult to Israel. And Israel defended itself in th. 
Israelitic manner: by inciting the Red Terror, by daily lies in the 
Press, by dismissals of employees who belonged to the Blackshirts. 
But Mosley waited. His ‘Defence Corps’ men (S.S.) gave the Jews 
and the Reds a good tanning as soon as opportunity offered. There 
were regular hall-fights. The Blackshirts were triumphant and the 
red rabble was put to flight, the Jews being the quickest to run 
away. Foaming with rage, they continued their agitation, and at the 
Hyde Park meeting the Jews shouted such filthy utterances at the 
Blackshirts, and especially the Women’s Section, that the genuine 
Englishmen—those with the fair hair and blue eyes—were revolted. 
blushed with shame. That was the moment Mosley had bee) 
waiting for: the people had ‘had their belly-full, as the English 
sav. The Jews had done that themselves. In the Albert Hall on 
October 28th, before 8,000 non-Blackshirts and 2,000 of his own men, 
Mosley launched his attack on the Jews. For three-quarters of an 
hour he landed out at them. Every word was a blow, every sentence 
a ‘knock-out,’ merciless, annihilating. 

“And the public? A year ago the attack would have failed: 
but now the people cheered him as never before. The more Mosley 
drove the arch-enemy into a corner and dealt him blows with the 
whole power of his oratory, the more the applause rose to a pitch of 
real intoxication. Everyone stood up. Many stood’ on the chairs 
and shouted themselves hoarse. When Mosley concluded with the 
words, ‘the Jews have challenged me. I take up the challenge; it 
was their wish. We shall know how to give them their deserts— 
an opportunity to leave our country like lightning and never come 
back, . . . the storm of applause seemed as if it would never 
end. When Mosley once begins, he goes on till the end. His great. 
grandfather was the original that still lives in thousands of carica. 
tures as ‘John Bull. And who has brought this about? Without 
doubt, the Jews. Give them enough rope and they will hang theni. 
selves.’ God grant it. Amen,” 

A special control of Jewish firms is demanded by Herr Streicher 's 
daily organ, the FRAENKISCHE TAGESZEITUNG, in order that Jews 
should not leave Germany and take out their money from the 
country without paying emigration tax. ‘he newspaper quotes the 
case of the head of a Jewish firm, Herr Bachmann, who is alleged to 
have left Germany without paying the tax due from him, amounting 
to 55,000 marks. The TAGESZEITUNG also publishes an attack on 
the Jews, accusing them of complicity in all financial swindles, 
including the Stavisky and Krueger affairs, and of creating wars to 
revenge themselves against non-Jews. It expresses its joy that the 


people outside Germany “are also beginning to realise the Jewish 


danger and to initiate crusades against the Jews, recognising that 
Hitler saved the world from Jewish domination.” 

Herr Streicher has added a medical journal, the DreuTSCHE 
VOLKSGESUNDHEIT AUS BLUT UND BODEN, to the papers which he is 
publishing. The motive is not far to seek: it is a. lucrative 
business to be a publisher when one is guaranteed a certain circula- 
tion and a sufficient number of advertisers. The governor of 
Franconia has certainly, in both respects, a safe clientele, and he 
knows, of course, how to look after his business interests. The 


- reason why he chose a medical paper as a new addition to his enter- 


prise will probably have to be sought in his natural disposition to 
pathology.. In the first issue of the new paper, he reveals himself 
as an adept of the so-called.“ natural therapy.” Medical science, he 
contends, was permeated by the Jewish spirit, and the Jews were 
the representatives of “ unnatural” therapy. The Jewish mind 
could not think naturally. Jewish doctors were robbing and 
swindling their patients, so that whoever used their services was 
not only a fool, but also a traitor to his people. In brief, he writes 
about the Jewish physicians what one would expect to hear from a 


Streicher. But to see him siding with the * quack-doctors” is a fact 
worthy to be recorded.

A Bird’s-eye View of Nordic Heroism 


The Nazis at Munich have compelled the daughter of a German 
landowner and nobleman named Kunitzki to leave the city. The 
story begins with the Presidential election, in which she recorded 
her vote against Hitler. The Nazis started a searching inquiry into 
the matter and when they discovered that she had.a Jewish friend 
they began a campaign both against her and against the young Jew. 
The campaign grew in bitterness till they both left the city. 

At Farmwald, three German peasants named Miller, Mehn an’ 
Kraemer, have been deprived of their right to style themselves

_ A notice outside the town of Haatz, in Kassel, placed there some 
time ago, announces that Jews are not desired in the town.

The Union of German Cattle Dealers in Minden and Lippe, in 
Westphalia, has announced that “ Aryan’ members must pay a 
death tax of six marks, and “non-Aryan’’ members ten marks. 

“Jews are our misfortune.—Citizens use Electricity” are 
the inscriptions on placards in’ Silesia used for the purpose of 
advertising electricity there. People may wonder what connection 
there is between the Jews and the use of electricity. They may 
also think of happier associations of Jews with electricity, consider- 
ing the services rendered to the science by German-Jewish research 
workers. such as Professor Hertz, and by the late Emil Rathenau 
to the German General Electricity Company. In Nazi Germany, 
however, one must not ask questions in a matter which concerns 
Jews. 

A Storm Trooper, accompanied by several of his comrades in 
civilian dress, went out into the streets of Niedermarsberg, in the 
Arnsberg district, in Westphalia, and attacked all persons of Jewish 
appearance they came across. One Jew of nearly eighty years of 
age was seriously injured. They also entered a Jewish shop and 
attacked the customers. 

In view of the bar against the entry of Jews into the legal pro- 
fession, only forty-six Jews now remain in the University Law 
Faculties in the whole of Germany. 

The Government has deprived thirty-six Jews at Trier of their 
German citizenship. They were mostly Ostjuden, who were 
naturalised since the War. 

The Nazi WESTDEUTSCHER BEOBACHTER, of Cologne, annotinces 
that the Jewish community of Roedlinger has ceased to exist. At 
one time Roedlinger had a flourishing community with aJudengasse, 
but asa result of the Nazi regime it has suffered the fate of a 
number of other communities in the small towns, the Jews having 
been forced to seek safer homes in the large cities. The Nazi 
organ, however, has its own version of the matter. In its opinion, 
the Jews of Roedlinger went to the hig cities because they have 
more scope there to rob the “ Aryans.” With the departure of the 
last Jews the local Synagogue has been sold to a German merchant 
who has converted it into a room for storing his goods. 

The housing estates of the former Trade Union Co-operative 
Society have been taken over by the Nazis, who now’annouunce that 
they have evicted 6,000 “ non-Aryan”’ families. 

On June 19ch, Peter Roessel, of Hesse-Nassau, struck a Jewish 
cattle dealer with a rifle. The Jew died, and after six months the 
murderer was tried. The Court held that he was drunk at the time 
and he received a sentence of 15 months’ imprisonment. A petition 
is now being presented on his behalf, praying for his earlier release 
on the ground that “he was not in possession of his full mental 
faculties.” 

A respectable Nazi as an organist in a Jewish synagogue is a 
rather astonishing feature of the brown canvas. Who would have 
thought that Herr Flehrke, the trade editor of the GETTINGER 
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NACHRICHTEN, who had acquired the habit of mysteriously disappear. 
ing every Saturday morning, should go so far out of his way as to 
stray regularly into a Jewish synagogue for the ghastly purpose of 
playing the organ to the tune of Jewish chants? Herr Flehrke 
brazenly admitted the fact, stating in his own vindication that as 
ong as Nazis are not forbidden to eat Jewish bread there should be 
no difference whether they earn it in @ synagogue or in a Jewish 
office. The subtlety of the argument did not impress his superiors 
very much and he was promptly expelled from the party, 

Strict orders have been issued by the head of the Government 
department which distributes work on the land that no “ 
Aryans’ are to be given such work, 

A notice on yellow paper has appeared on one of the doors of a 
room at the Charlottenburg Municipality, declaring: “ Jews are not 
wanted here, as they are anxious to destroy the German people and 
are guilty of dishonouring the German race and German women 
and girls. The Jews are also the blood-suckers of the German 
workers, the initiators of many wars and the cause of the misfortunes 
of Germany.” 

Notice of motion has been given for the next meeting of the Bad 
Kissingen Municipality to prohibit the entry of any Jewish visitors 
next year. 

After a period of comparative quiet in Berlin, storm troopers 
there have resumed their favourite pastime of marching through the 
streets singing “When Jewish blood spurts from the knife, things 
will be better then.” 

Friends of Dr. Fritz Meyer, a Jewish doctor with perhaps the 
biggest private practice in Berlin, are fearing for his safety following 
unsuccessful attempts to trace his whereabouts. He was attacked 
last week in the ANGarirF for “ anti-Nazi sentiments.” He hasa large 
clientele principally of English and Americans, and the ANGRirr 
accused him of telling an American patient who intended studying 
in Germany that she had made a bad choice. Previous attacks of a 
similar nature have resulted in the disappearance or “ preventive 
arrest” of the person attacked. Dr. Meyer is probably the best 
known medical man in Berlin, and it is suggested that some of his 
competitors envied him his income.

Germany and lewish Scientists 
DR. HALDANE ON NAZIS’ FOLLY 


Speaking recently at the Annual Dinner of the North Staffordshire 
Institute of Mining Engineers held at Stoke, Dr. J. 8S. Haldane reviewed 
flights undertaken to the stratosphere during the year. He referred to 
the occasion when three German balloonists ascended into the stratosphere 
to a height of 60,000 feet, and were asphyxiated, and said he had failed 
to obtain any explanation of how the Germans came to do such an 
apparently mad thing. Continuing, Dr. Haldane said: 

The whole thing was suspicious. The people whom I have known in 
Germary who know about the effects of low pressure in the stratosphere were, 
I think, all Jews ; and I suspect either they had expelled them all from Germany 
or they would not ask them what should be done. Iam very much impressed, 
first with what the Germans have done to the Jews in Germany and, 
secondly with their folly in expelling so many of them. I think, for instance, 
of one man, Professor Haber, a man well-known throughout-the world as 
a physical chemist. We have known about one another because he was 
a foreign member of the Reyal Society and a very well-known man. It 
was he who directed the first German gas attack, and the attack, so far 
as the gas was concerned, was directed with extraordinary skill an: 
impressed me enormously when I went over there to see what had happened. 
However, they thought they knew all about gas attacks, so they sent him away 
to do other things which were very important to them. They thought they 
knew all about gas, so they managed the next gas attack themselves and the 
only effect was that they gassed themselves. This comforted me because our 
own people were stupid on this question of gas and it was almost impossible to 
get them to understand it. Haber not only directed their gas attack but also 
their factories for making explosives from the nitrogen in the air. A year or so 
ago, he could not stand Germany any longer and he came to Cambridge. But 
he became ill. He would not go to Germany where all his friends wh» were 
Jews had been expelled.

MANCHESTER 
Communal Council and Communal Rav 
[From our Correspondent | 


Last week, the Communal Council debated afresh the question 
of » Communal Ray, at a special meeting presided over by Alderman 
s. Finburgh, J.P., and held at Frankenburg House. A letter of 
apology for absence was read from Mr. I. W. Goldberg, President 
of the South Manchester Congregation, who wrote that his Congrega. 
tion bad definitely approved of the appointment of a Communal Rav. 

\iderman Finburgh said they had met to discuss fully the matter 
of the Shechita Board and a Communal Rav. Some weeks ago, they 
had decided by @ majority, as strong as that of the Shechita Board. 
thal the appointment was impracticable and inopportune. The 
Council of Manchester and Salford Jews had no desire or intention 
to interfere with the functions of the Shechita Board, but if the 
Board wanted a Ray or additional Rabbanim for their requirements, 
they could and would have nothing to say: but when it was a 
question of appointing a Communal or Chief Rabbi for the Jews of 
that area, he said they had not the right and it was contrary to 
the constitutional laws. Mr. Finburgh denied that the Shechita 
hoard had ever secured a majority for their proposal, and no general 
vote had ever been taken of the members of Synagogues and 
triendly Societies. Therefore, the Council could not accept the 
iecision as binding. He challenged the President of the Shechita 
oard as having overstepped the mark and being carried away by a 
goodly number of very minor Synagogues with their hope of getting 

inething for nothing, and burdening the Community for all time 
with a financial burden they could not possibly bear without 
imposing additional taxation on the price of meat and fowls on the 
~-ction least able to bear it. 

Mr. W. Miller suggested a plebiscite, and Messrs. B. Benjamin 
nd I. Gouldman said that there was an active body of opinion in 
their Friendly Societies who were prepared to call protest meetings 
the appointment. 

Mr. H, A. Nathan, J.P., submitted that the Council was an 
nportant enongh body for it to have been seriously consulted by 
‘he Shechita Board. No financial matters were dealt with in the 
riginal resolution approving of the appointment, but had it been 
known that it would be costly, it would have had a serious bearing 
on if. It was recorded that leaders of the Community approved ; 
but he would have no hesitation in drawing upa list of leaders who 
were opposed. It was eaid the cost would be met by increasing 
the charge on fowls or meat; that would mean great hardship 
to a large body who probably had no voice and had not even been 
approached for their support. The threat of a split in the Com. 
munity would handicap the most brilliant man if he were appointed. 

Mr. L. Kletz said he hoped there would be a rapprochement 
between the Shechita Board and the Council. If they quarrelled 
as to who was the principal authority, sooner or later they would be 
in a hopeless mess. Nobody could deter the Shechita Board from 

appointing as many Ravs as they liked. But how would they 
enforce the authority of a Communal Rav over 40,000 people who 
never said they wanted him? If one were forced on them, it would 
not be constitutional, democratic nor English and certainly not 
Jewish. The people must pay for him, not the Shechita Board. 

Mr. Eli Fox said the Council were trying to impede the Shechita 
Board's effort to improve the Orthodoxy of the Community. 

Councillor A. Moss urged that conversations should have taken 
place between the two Executives with a view to arriving at 
agrecinent. 

A Golden Bridge 


Mr. Nathan Laski said he complained rather bitterly that he had 
not been consulted beforehand by Mr. Sicree. Further, so anxious 
was he that there should be no wrong in the Community that he 
had made the first advances to build a golden bridge for Mr. Sicree 
to cross. After a meeting at his own house, Alderman Finburgh, 
Mr. Kletz, Mr. Hamwee and he (Mr. Laski) were appointed to call on 
Mr. Sicree, and they could understand how desirous he was of a peace- 
ful settlement because he went out late at night, against doctor's 
advice, to point out that the principal Synagogues had not been con- 
sulted. He urged that members’ meetings should be held to 
test their views. . Mn..bicree. did not carry out those suggestions. 
“Tam still quite willing this matter should be placed before the 
‘constituencies.’ If fiere is a large majority who want a Communal 
Rav, then the majority.rules. But I have yet to learn that the 
people have been consulted. . . I am very much concerned for 
the poor of Manchester. There is no man in the Jewish Community 
who sees more of the’ poyerty existing.”’ Mr. Laski spoke of. the 
work he and his wife had done to get the City Council's grant 


to the Guardians, bué@for which the doors would have beenctosed 


two years ago. If Mr. Sicree did not cross the golden bridge, 
then it must be a fight to a finish on the principle that they 
did not agree. They had enough Rabbanim in Manchester—six of 
the foreign element and three very able young men who would 
make great names for themselves. He hoped the Council would 
agree that the time bad come when the Shechita Board would con- 
sider that if they brought a Communal Rav, he would be a Rabbi 
only for the Board and not for the City of Manchester Jewry. 

Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree said that the Shechita Board had only 
taken the initiative because of their inner knowledge in bringing 
before the Community the need for a Communal Rav. They 
thought they had found a solution until the matter of finance 
arose, and then every Synagogue found itself bankrupt. Mr. 
Laski was not doing him justice in saying that he did not 
discuss the matter with him, and the condition Mr. Laski made 
was that Rabbi Abrahams should be a candidate. (Mr, Laski: 
“I disagree.”) Mr. Sicree outlined the steps taken since the 
Shechita Board had given him the “mandate.” A long explana 
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tory letter had been sent to every Synagogue and Institution 
accredited to the Shechita Board. They were asked to hold 
meetings and appoint two delegates with a mandate to 
represent them. The time for the conference was extended 
to give all a chance, and the conference itself finally voted 
by a majority in favour of the appointment. The Shechita 
Board would not appeint the Rav; all they would do would be 
to find the expenses, because they had been given the power to tax 
the Community through meat and poultry. Those who opposed 
were suggesting that the representatives were not elected constitu- 
tionally and that Synagogue Presidents should be approached for 
further meetings. Everythin; had been constitutional. Mr. Sicree, 
in conclusion, said he would .sree to ask Presidents to call meetings, 
for the sake of « peaceful -olution, provided he were allowed to 
address the meetings. The Anglo-Jewish Community and Tar 
J&WISH CHRONICLE had agreed on the necessity for ecclesiastical 
heads. if the vote should be a majority in favour, then he hoped 
they would all, as Mr. Kletz had said, fall in with the majority. 

Following further discussion, a resolution was passed, proposed 
by Councillor Moss and seconded by Mr. H. A. Nathan : 

That a letter from the Communal Council be signed to the Shechita Board 


inviting them to meet, three or four members from each body, with the object | 


of trying to arrive at some solution and happy settlement of this great question. 

Among others taking part in the discussion were Messrs. S.

German Jewish Refugees’ Hospitality Committee 

After fifteen months’ continuous work for German Jewish 
refugees, the Hospitality Committee has published a report. The 
Committee originated in June, 1933, when a small group of women 
in South Manchester began a scheme of weekly collections among 
themselves and their friends to aid certain refugees in Manchester. 
Later the scheme was extended; and North Manchester women 
joined forces with them. Following upon a meeting of the Women's 
Lodge of the B'nai B'rith, in December, 1933, the committee was put 
on an official basis as a sub-committee of the Manchester branch of 


‘the Central British Fund for German Jewry. Regular pecuniary 


assistance has been given, students have been helped, free 
hospitality afforded, and special acconimodation provided during the 
various Festivals. Literary societies have been encouraged te 
invite refugees to their meetings and social functions; free private 
tuition has been given in English for competent teachers; medical, 
dental and ophthalmic treatment has been provided free when 
necessary, and the personal interest and advice of members of the 


» Committee have always been at the service of refugees. During last 


winter a social club for German refugee girls was organised, with a 

course in conversational English as part of its activities. There is stall 

great need for help (states the report), as the present refugees 

require assistance. Women especially are appealed to, for it is 

essentially a women's effort. The Committee is presided over by 

Mrs. William Sasman, and the rest of the Executive is composed as

RACIALISM AND THE JEWS 


Races. Nations and Jews. By Dr. Joseph Tenenbaum. (New York: 
Bloch Publishing Co. 2 dollars). 

Dr. Joseph Tenenbaum was a Jewish journalist and physician in 
Eastern Europe, who served with distinction during the War in the 
Austrian Forces, represented Polish Jewry during the Peace Conference 
in Paris, and subsequently settled in New York where he is Chairman of 
the National Executive Committee of the American Jewish Congress. He 
has published works in English, German, Polish, French and Yiddish which, 
if they live up fo the standard of the present one, should be thoroughly 
worth reading. The book is made up of four essays, loosely connected 
but given a rough unity by their bearing upon the Jewish question as it 
has developed in the course of the past couple of years. In the first, he 
explodes with an overwhelming force of scholarship and logic the 
Nazi racial theories, not (as he says) “for the sake of pure science, but in 
the interests of humanity which directly and indirectly has suffered more 
from the effects of exaggerated racialism than from the bubonic plague, 
cholera, typheid fever and all other virulent ‘epidemics combined.” 
Though a convinced Zionist, Dr. Tenenbaum finds that the Jewish people 
are lacking when measured in the scale of pure racialism : but it seems to 
him better for them to appear what they are—a people sui generis instead 
of a non-existent race, 

In his second section, the author deals, as trenchantly, with the rise 
of nationalism and the problems of nation and nationality (a nation being 
‘a people or conglomerate of peoples of common political aspirations and 
common political boundaries”): in the third with supernationalism and 
anti-Semitism: and in the fourth with statistics, statics and dynamics in 
the changing Jewish scene, ending with a plea for a considered economic 
and social policy for the future. His reasoning remains as cold and 
unanswerable, and his data as unimpeachably correct, at the end as *t 
the beginning. The Bloch Publishing Company has never produced a 
better book, 


Notes on Books and Authors 


Mr. St. John _Ervine’s new, monumental yet supremely human life of 
the la e “ General” William Booth, Gob’s SOLDIER, does not fail to take 
into account the great evangelist’s reported Jewish origin. This rests, 
apparently, on nothing more solid than, firstly, his magnificently Rabbincal 
appearance in old age, when his long white beard and hooked nose made 
him look like one of Rembrandt's Jewish sages; and secondly, the fact 
that his mother's maiden name was Moss. This is slender evidence upon 
which to build up atheory: yet Mr. Ervine is convinced that there was 
a Hebraic strain in Booth’s ancestry. Unfortunately for the theory, no 
Jewish family of the name of Moss figures in the earliest records of 
Nottingham Jewry. 


There does not seem to be any falling-off in the popularity of collo- 
quial versions of the Bible, familarised in this country largely through the 
efforts of Dr. Moffatt and reduced to absurdity, on the other side of the 
Atlantic, by a rendering in what appears to be the Chicago vernacular. 
The National Adult School Union has already published separately nearly 
a dozen Biblical books, in tastefully produced little editions. It has 
followed them up by those of Micah and Habbakuk, translated by Drs. John 
Naish and R. B. Y. Scott (National Adult School Union. 9d. net.) The 
introductions and occasional notes are very helpful. The text adopted 
as basis, on the other hand, is not the Massoretic one, being suppie- 
mented (especially as regards the Psalm of Habbakuk) by the Septuagint 
and other ancient versions. The renderings are dignified, and lack the 
annoying vulgarism which one so often finds in experiments of this sort. 
In some cases, indeed, they are so staid as almost to. belie the promise 
of the title. Thus, for example, the concluding verses of Micah (familiar 
from the Afternoon Service of the Day of Atonement) hardly differ in any 
material point from the American Jewish version :— 

And you will cast into the depths of the sea, all of our sins. 
You will keep faith with Jacob, and be gracious to Abrabam ; 
As you swore to our fathers from the days of old. 

Thirty years ago, “The Jewish Encyclopedia” was able to give, 
within the compass of a few pages, a reasonably complete catalogue of all 
the Jewish periodical publications that had appeared till then. To-day, a 
similar hand-list would almost fill a volume. No mention has hitherto 
been made in these columns, for example, of Chalom, the monthly 
organ of the Union Universelle de la Jeunesse Juive (World Alliance of 
Jewish Youth). The October issue, which lies before us, is an admirable 
production, breathing on every page the idealism of its founders. Unfortu- 
nately, a great part is devoted to the recent pogrom at Constantine and the 
problems arising out of it. Nuestra Raza (** Our Race”), an illustrated Pan- 
Hispanic review, extends its interests to the Sefardim of northern Africa 
and the Levant. The September issue, for example, contains articles by 
N. Azancot, on Denationalised Spaniards; by Guy Cohen, on Spain and 
the Jews; by M. Messeca, on the Jewish Monuments of Toledo; and by 
J. M. Salaverria, a well-known Spanish litterateur, on the Jews and the 
Castillian Language: Italy sends tis Israel dei Ragazzi (** Israel for the 


Children”) which has the solitary drawback that its appearance is too 
sporadic. 


Publications Received 


WAKING WORLD. By Olaf Stapledon (Methuen & Co., Ltd. 7s. 6d. net). 

(An attempt to outline, in the face of the present crisis in human affairs, a 
culture *‘ more comprehensive, more critical and, in the fullest sense, more 
humane, than any of the incomplete faiths of our day.”’ The author insists 
that, though modern man has gained mechanical power, he has not gained 
wisdom).

Weizmann is within Jewish life and rooted to it, somethiny 
vital—Chaim. 


THE NON-ZIONISTS AND THE AGENCY 


The meeting of the Administrative Committee of the Jewis! 
Agency which is to take plac: in New York on Monday has so far 
received little attention in the Jewish press, nowithstanding ‘he 
unprecedented locale of such a gathering or perhaps because of it. 

A writer in HAARETZ attaches some significance to the fact that sir 
Osmond d'Avigdor Goldsmid, so distinguished a leader in Anglo-Jewry. 
and Mr. Neville Laski, the President of the Board of Deputies, should bx 
prepared to goto the States in connection with Agency matters. Hv 
sees in it signs of concern as to. the present position of the non-Zionist-« 
in the Agency which must be viewed as anomalous. The position hitherto 
of the non-Zionists lacked reality ;.the non-Zionist section was more in 
the nature of fiction than fact. With few individual exceptions, the nou 
Zionists have contributed very little to the upbnilding of the Jewish: 
National Home. Since’ the last Congress the power and influence of th 
non-Zionists have been considerably reduced ; their representation on th. 
Executive of the Agency has been curtailed in proportion to the measure 
of the work they contribute. But even so the position, the writer holds, |- 
untenable and, as at present constituted, does not add to the prestige of the 
Zionists. It is possible, the writer reflects that some of the non-Zionist-~ 
are beginning to realise that the present state of affairs adds as litt): 
prestige to their section as to the Zionists. The writer declares that i' 
is not for the Zionists to say whether or not new life can be put into th 
non-Zionist section. The experiment of widening the Agency bhi. 
so far not been a success, but it would be regrettable if the attempt t« 
unify the forces willing to assist the upbuilding of Palestine should prov: 
a complete failure. Whatever the outcome, the present state is untenab!. 
The non-Zionists cannot claim equal rights in the representation of th: 
Agency without equal obligations and responsibilities. 


ie This view may be taken as representing the general attitude o! 
Zionists in regard to the Agency. Unfortunately, the origina! 
constitation of the extended Agency, while providing for equ! 
rights, did not,as far as is known, provide equally for obligations. 
Nor is there any organised non-Zionist body for which suc! 
obligations can be claimed.

My DEAR COUSIN, 

A few of us were assembled at the Antiquary'’s and the con. 
versation turned on eating Kasher. One of the party suggested 
that nowadays @ great number of Jews were no longer particular 
‘o the meat they ate; indeed, many purchased their meat 


“it non-Jewish butchers. Even those who, faithful to tradition, 
obtained meat from Jewish purveyors, did not treat the meat with 
colt and water as custom prescribed. There were many also who 
while “keeping” (as if is called) a Kasher kitchen at home, 
dismissed Kashrut when they dined out. 


(he talk as it flowed on was interesting, touching as it did 
actualities of life. Then someone asked, perhaps impishly, whether 
ka-yrut was observed by characters in the Bible. 

The Antiquary informed us that according to Jewish tradition 
the rules and regulations to be found in the Pentateuch were all 


observed by the great Israelites of old. Abraham, for example, 
toid Tephillin. The sons of Jacob in Egypt convinced themselves 
thet Kasher meat was provided for them; as Rashi declares: 


they observed the Mitzvot; for, although these had not yet been 
promulgated, they had learned them from their forefathers. 

The impish questioner suggested that this seemed out of keep. 
ioy with the. Talmudic statement that while the Israelites were 
»ogaged in the conquest of Canaan they not only did not trouble 
‘bout Shechita, but they actually ate pork. Curious as this story 

the method of deduction by which it is established is even 
ranger. You may read in Deuteronomy the attractive picture of 
the acquisition of the Holy Land, with its “ goodly cities,” its 
-isterns, its vineyards, its olive trees and the “houses full of good 
things.” These good things, the Rabbis of old declared, included 
pork cutlets! 

He appeared to be a man of knowledge, this impish enquirer. 
ile carried his thoughts further. Did Samson eat Kasher at his 
wedding feast? Did King David?- Think of the national hero in 
his wanderings ; he could not have observed Kashrut. But a most 
nteresting case was that of Elijah, to whom the ravens are reported 
to have brought bread and flesh in the morning and the evening. 
Was the flesh Kasher? The question afforded an opportunity to 
the Talmudic Rabbis for many a jeu d’esprit. One said thé ravens 
obtained the flesh from Ahab’s kitchen. The Rabbi who propounded 
this theory must have overlodked the fact that Ahab probably cared 
‘little for Kashrut. Accordingly another Rabbi suggested that not 
S377 ravens fed Elijah, but 2°, Arabs. Yet a third proposi. 
‘ion was that Elijah was fed by two men whose name was 2°7¥, in 
the plaral, therefore, 
seriously; they were playful inventions, the one to cap the other. 
In reality the question of Kashrut could not possibly have entered 
into Elijah’s menu. 

The questioner had evidently been collecting cases, for he:con- 
tinued with another Talmudic illusteation.. In the second Book of 
Chronicles we are told that the good King Jehoshaphat paid a 
visit to his relative by marriage, King Ahab. “And Ahab killed 
sheep and oxen for him in abundance and for the people that were 
withhim.” IfKing Jehoshaphat who is introduced to us as a pious 
and orthodox sovereign, ate Ahab’s meat, does it mot seem probable 
that in those days nothing was known of Kashrat? But the Talmud 
is not content to leave it at that. A discussion ensues. ~ How? 
Did Jehoshaphat eat Ahab’s meat? Itcannotbe! But is if likely 
that Ahab would take the other's refusal?" The discussion is 
carried on, now to this possibility, now to that, until one Rabbi hits 
on the happy solution—Obadiah, the pious steward of Ahab, did the 
killing according to the laws of Shevhita! 

Then there was the position of the Jews who assisted at the 
great party of King Ahasuerus. Did they trouble about the hashrut 
of the food? Some ancient authorities held that they did not, indeed, 
bother about this and that as a punishment Haman's accusation 
was hurled against them. , 

Next, take the case of Esther. This famous young lady, we are 
told, “obtained Kindness of him (the King).”” .What was this kind- 
ness? One Babylonian Rabbi suggested that she was provided with 
Kasher food ; his colleague, likewise a distinguished teacher. has it 
that she was given pork cutlets! The second opinion .oanded 
dreadful ; so a third was offered in mitigation: after all, she ate 
under ‘duress ! 

Here the Antiquary intervened. It may be that in the cases 
cited Kasher food was no great matter; psrhaps Kasher food was 
not then firmly established as a regulator of Jewish life. But it 
most certainly was in the time of the Maccabees. As early as the 
year 44, before the common era, according to Josephus, a Jewish 
ambassador pleaded with the Roman Prefect of Asia, Dolabella by 
name, to dismiss the Jews from military service “ because they are 
not allowed to bear arms or to travel on the Sabbath days,” nor 
were they able “to procure themselves those sorts of food which 
they have been used to eat from the times of their forefathers.” The 
request was granted ; you observe that Kashrut was the plea of the 
Jews. The toleration and kindliness of the Roman Prefect were 
admirable. But exceptions of this kind were by no means rare in 
those far-off times. The early Christians made a similar claim in 
the first century of the common era. They declared that as all 
Christians were priests, they cowld not possibly be soldiers ; they 
fought for their country with their prayers. Urged to participate 


No’ one can take these opinions. 


- Montesquieu which bad a bearing on the discussion. 
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in the life of the State and to exercise the duties of citizens, the 
Christians of those times replied that they called no particular 
country their own; their fatherland was the Church; they needed 
all their time and all their energy for holy matters and for divine 
worship, by which alone salvation can be obtained. 

Hut to return to Kasher food. For centuries Jews maintained 
hKashrut in their daily lives. The question to-day is whether 
Kashrut is a matter of conscience, or merely a national custom, Old- 
fashioned teachers took up a well-defined position. The Torah was 
given by God. Therefore, the Dietary laws are of divine origin. The 
Jew does not question them or philosophize about them. It is his 
business to obey them. Yet philosophers have sought for an 
explanation of them, and no less an authority than Maimonides 
opined that the purpose of the Dietary laws was educational. By 
their aid the Jew was taught to curb his appetite and to achieve 
self-control. It may be that as a result of the Dietary laws, Jews are 
immune from diseases to which non-Jews fall victims. The hygienic 
aspect is entirely secondary. The main consideration is moral and 
religious. 

But what of those Jews who cannot accept the Divine origin of 
Kashrut ? one of the party asked. 

The’ Antiquary suggested that such Jews should observe the 
Dietary laws out of loyalty to the Brotherhood. Even if they can- 
not see any religious value in them, they should still retain them as 
something that in the past contributed to stress Jewish separateness. 

“ Separateness is the very thing that many Jews nowadays 
desire no longer to maintain,” came from another speaker. “ They 
see reason for distinctiveness in dogma. They would stress their 
monotheism, Jewish social ethics, days of historic and religious 
Significance, But eating and drinking? As it is, the great majority 
of Jews pay no attention to wine. Indeed, it is not generally known 
that wine which a non-Jew has touched is taboo. But_even in 
regard to food, Jews to-day are not as particular as their great 
grandfathers. Even if they retain their allegiance to Kashrut, they 
eat in public restaurants. The fact is that Kashrut is not taken 
seriously. In Palestine, if reports be true, very many Jews do not 
bother about the Dietary laws. 
other Jews, speaking a common tongue, they hold that they bave 
bonds enough to retain their national individuality. After all, it 
may well be argued that the main purpose of the Dietary laws was 
to be an instrument for preserving Jewish separateness, and, so 
important was this goal held to be that the Dietary Laws weré 
given a Divine origin.”’ 

The Antiquary agreed that the last speaker was entitled to his 
opinion. It alldepends, he said, on your attitude to Religion. If 
you hold that the Torah was revealed by God, your duty in regard 
to Kasher food is clear. But if you incline to the view that the 
laws and regulations in the Torah were man-made, one expression 
of the Jewish genius, you are entitled to do as you please in regard 
to Kashrut. 

The old man was interrupted by another speaker who said he 
recalled an interesting passage in one of the Persian Letters of 
This is what 
he said; 

Once upon a time there was a man who daily prayed to God on 
this wise: O Lord, | understand nothing of all the differences of 
opinion about Thee concerning which men hold controversy with 
each other. My only desire is to serve Thee according to Thy will, 
but everyone whom I consult demands that I should serve Thee 
according to his will. When I want to pray to Thee, l am in doubt as to 
which language I should use. I am also in doubt as to my posture. 
One authority declares that I must stand while praying; another 
that I should be seated; athird that I should kneel. Nor are these 
my only difficulties. The other day, in a caravanserai, I sat down to 
eat meat. There were three other travellers present who, by their 
remarks, filled me with fear and trembling. All three declared that 
Il had sinned grievously against Thee. The first, because the animal 
whose meat | was eating was unclean; the second, because the 
animal had not been properly slaughtered ; the third, because it was 
an animal and not a fish. Just then a Brahmin entered and I 
addressed myself to him to advise me as to who was right. To my 
horror he declared that all were wrong, and that I might possibly 
be guilty of a most heinous sin. How did I know that the soul of 
my own father had not lodged in the animal I was eating? All this, 
0 Lord, has filed my heart with anxiety. for I fear that I have 
moved Thee to anger. Yet my aim is to find favour in Thy sight and 
so to mould my tife as to deserve Thy approbation. I desire to bée a 
good citizen and a good father. | 

We all sat quietly thinking for a while and then the visitors began 
to disperse.

I: is difficult to estimate the profound importance for the future 
of Palestine of the work that is being done at the Agricultural

German Jewish Immigration 


Dr. Arthar Ruppin, Chairman of the Palestine Jewish Agency 
Executive and Director of the Palestine Office of the Jewish 
Agency's Central Bureau for the Settlement of German Jews in 
Palestine, and Dr. Werner Senator, member of the Palestine Jewish 
Agency Executive, declared in addressing a Conference of Press 
repres>ntatives held in Jerusalem, that 15,042 German Jews entered 
Palestine iu 1933/1934, equivalent to 24 per cent. of the total Jewish 
immigration into the country during the year. Over 600 German 
Jewish children had come into Palestine since the Hitler regime, it 
was stated, and another 152 are expected to come in shortly. The 
Palestine Government has granted another 350 certificates for 
Germau Jewish children for next year. | 

800 German Jewish families have been colonised in Palestine. 
60 or 70 per cent. of the heads of these families are former lawyers 
or doctors. It was also stated that German immigration has brought 
into Palestine approximately ten million pounds sterling. 2 


Limitation of Imports ? 


The principle of limiting imports into Palestine from any 


country to three times the value of goods exported by Palestine to 


that country, has been approved by the Committee on Agricultural 
Economics and Marketing at a meeting held in Jerusalem. The 
establishment of a clearing house for the control of this ratio of 
imports and exports was discussed at the suggestion of Mr. Heinrich 


‘Cohen, and it was decided to address this recommendation to higher 


quarters. It is hoped that this proposal will not be found in con- 
tradiction to Article 18 of the Mandate, which provides for an “ open 
door” policy in relation to trade. It was agreed that the quota of 
imports for 1935 should be based on the export figures of 1934. 

A recommendation was approved by the meeting and will be 
submitted for the establishment of a “Citrus Shipping Board,” to 
regulate the export of Palestine’s chief product. ails

Orange Grove Pickets Released 


Fifteen orange pickers of Kfar Saba who were arrested for picketing 
outside a grove in the settlement last week, have been acquitted by 
Commander Bodilly, the Chief Magistrate, who ruled that this was an 
“industrial dispute ” and not one of race, religion orlanguage. Therefore, 
he maintained, since there had been no threats of violence or interference 
with the work, and since the labourers had not assembled to make a 
disturbance but rather to discuss the possibility of being employed, there 
were no grounds for their detention.

Brith Habiryonim Appeal 


The Appeal Court has announced its judgment in the Brith 
Habiryonim appeal brought by Aba Akhi-Meir and Haim Dviri against 
their sentence by the District Court of Jaffa on June 19th, on the charges 
of conspiracy to do acts in furtherance of a seditious intention, 
encouraging and advocating unlawful acts, bojng members of an unlawful 
association, and being in possession of documents of seditious contents. 
They were originally sentenced to 21 months and 18 months’ hard labour 
respectively. The Appeal Court has now reduced Akhi Meir’s sentence 
from 21 months to 18 months, and Dviri’s sentence from

Nazis in the Doldrums 


Setbacks for “Friends of New Germany ™ 


HITLERISM OFFICIALLY CONDEMNED 
|From our Correspondent—New York} 

Nazis in the U.S.A. are evidently passing through a period of 
severe depression, and seem to be definitely on the retreat. One of 
their worst shocks was the extremely poor showing of John F. Hylan 
who ran for the Governorship of New York with the endorsement of 
the “ Friends of New Germany,” the Nazis having counted on the 
support of the German-American element. To add to the woes of 
the “ Friends,” the Steuben Society, perhaps in view of the election 
results, has now started open warfare on the Nazis, and has good 
prospects of getting the conservative sections of German-Americans 
on its side. 

The Nazis are very bitter over this new development. Particular 
resentment is felt at the fact that a Steuben-sponsored school in 
Pittsburgh actually has two Jews on its faculty. The Nazi defeat 
on the question of the anti-Jewish attitude of the DEUTSCHE ZEITUNG, 
the Editor of which was forced to recant following a libel action by 
Brooklyn Jewish leaders, also rankles. The “Friends of New 
Germany’ have now gained control of another paper, the DEUTSCHER 
GEOBACHTER, in order, as the now defunct Devurscne ZeiTtuNG of 
Germany declared, “tocarry on the fight.” In the meantime an anti- 
Semitic campaign has been started in the IntIsHh WEEKLY, of Brooklyn, 
# journal subsidised by the “ Friends.” 

For the first time a United States Government official body 
has pronounced a verdict on Hitlerism. The National Planning 
Board has issued a report on conditions in Germany, in which 
Hitlerism is termed an” hysterical excess.’ The report goes on ‘to 
say that Nazi Germany is a. country without economic direction, 
guided by the whims of a “romantic and irrational spirit.” 
Referring to the persecution of the Jews, the report declares that 
economic considerations rather than racial hatred have been at the 
root of the Jewish persecutions. 


The American Jewish Committee and the National Council of Jewish 
Women in America have announced their decision not to accept the 
invitation of the American Jewish Congress that they should take part in 
the election of delegates to the enlarged American Jewish Congress to be 
held in April, 1935. This follows on the decisions of the B'nai B'rith and 
the Jewish Labour Committee not to accept the invitation. Fifteen 
organisations are, however, stated to be taking part in the elections 
together with the Congress,

New Electoral Threat to Jews 


Proposed Abolition of “ P.R.” 


LOSS OF MINORITY REPRESENTATION

A drastic new threat to Jewish representation in the Sejm and 
the Senate is contained in proposals to abolish proportional repre- 
sentation in Poland, as announced in the Constitution Committee in 
the Senate. 

Of the minorities in Poland the Jews have, during the fourteen 
year’s of the Sejm’s existence, suffered defeat after defeat. From 
84 seats in the Sejm and 12 in the Senate in 1923, they dropped 
to 13 and 6 respectively in 1928. At the last elections in 1930 Jewish 
representation suffered a further decline, and at present the Jews 
have only six representatives in the Sejm and none at all in the 
Senate. The new system will .reduce their representation still 
further. If the Jews were allowed to form their own separate 
electoral constituencies they might be able to win a few seats, but 
this is most unlikely. As usual they will be asked to vote together 


with non-Jewish voters in non-Jewish districts where they will be

Anti-Jewish Boycott Campaign 
Ousting Jewish Lawyers 


The Jews of Lithuania are much disturbed by the growth 
of organised anti-Semitism in the country. The Federation of 
Lithuanian Anti-Semitic Traders and Merchants has now initiated 
a boycott movement against the Jewish shops, and have created a 
system of distribution of blue stamps to customers in “pure 
Lithuanian" shops in order to enable the public to distinguish 
between them and Jewish shops. The Jewish shopkeepers have 


appealed for protection to the Chamber of Commerce and to the , 


Government, both of whom have promised to investigate the matter. 

Only recently a congress of Lithuanian merchants and artisans 
at Shavli decided to unite with the anti-Semitic Union, “Verslininki,” 
the object of which is to drive Jews out of economic life.

Sin,—My old friend, Mr. H. Kallenbach, and | appear to differ sub. 
stantially in our views about ‘the attitude of the South African Jewish 
Community, or at least a very important and influential section of it, on 


‘ the Indian question. The reason is probably that our experience was 


very different. He is familiar withthe position in the larger cities of the 
Union, such as Durban, Johannesburg and Pretoria where the influence 
of the Jewish retail trader is relatively less and is offset by that of the 
wholesale trader largely dependent upon the Indian retail trade. My own 
experience, in addition, lay, during the years of my residence in South 
Africa and. particularly in the Transvaal, in the country towns, where 
anti-Indian prejudice has always been strongest. It was not Mr. 
Kallenbach's duty, as it was mine, as an advocate of the Indian causc, 
the Editor of the principal Indian organ for twelve years and a legal 
practitioner, to make an intensive study of Indian conditions and the 
factors making for the oppression of the Indian population. 

It simply was not the fact, at that time, that anti-Indian sentiment 
was not shared in and even exploited (not always on racial grounds) by 
the Jewish retailers of the country towns; and, as I shall presently show, 
there is good reason to suppose that Mr. Kallenbach is unaware of th: 
present situation in many of these places, 

At a very early period of my investigations, the facts were confirme:| 
and crystallised for me by a relative engaged in retail trade in a Transvaa! 
country town, with whom I had expostulated about his personal attitude 
on the Indian question. He very frankly stated his position thus: * lam 
not specially anti-Indian; but they (the Indians) are competitors, and | 
shall be glad to get rid of them.” 

This exploitation of racial prejudice for mercenary reasons was no 
isolated phenomenon, as Mr. Gandhi well knew. As his closest colleague 
at that time, | may claim to know his mind as well as anyone. ‘Tha’ 
some of his nearest associates, during the later years of his work in Sout! 
Africa, were Jews, is undisputed; and he always paid them a waa tribulc 
for the aid they had brought the Indian cause. But they were a mer 
handful, exceptions to the rule.

NoLbL out some flaky pastry a quarter-of-an inch thick. and cut it into 
pieces about two inches long and one-and-a-half inches wide. Flake up 
th cides with the back of a knife and moisten the eclges with cold water. 
Place a small sardine on each and fold over neatly, leaving the ends open. 
Place on a greased tin with the join at the bottom: score across the top 
and brush over with beaten egg.

WASH some chestnuts and make a elit in the rounded end of each. 
Pot in @ saucepan with water to cover; bring to the boil and cook for 
rifrcen minutes. Then take ont a few at a time and remove outer and 
inner skins; fry for a few minutes in a little oil or butter. Drain well. 
Have some salt and cayenne ready mixed on a paper. Shake over the 
chestnuts, coating thoroughly. Shake off any loose salt and lay each 
chestnut in a small paper case.

Kutter, 2 ozs. 

Cold water, 1 tablespoonful.

Roll out some puff pastry quarter-of-an-inch thick, cut into small 
pieces one-and-a-half inches long and half-an-inch wide. Lay. on a greased 
tin the rolled side against the tin, glaze with beaten egg and bake in a 
quick oven, When cold spread with anchovy butter (see recipe for cheese 
biscnits) and san two together, 


Savoury Eggs 
Three eggs. Butter, 1 oz. 
Olives (chopped), 1 tablespounful. . Seasoning. 
Smalicress. — Beetroot. 

Bol. the eggs hard, then cut them across lengthways and remove the 
yolks. Putthe yolks in a basin and pound them thoroughly with the 
butter. Season highly with salt and pepper and add the finely minced 
olives. Return the mixture to the egg cases, smoothing them over with a 
knife dipped in cold water. Place each on a round of beetroot and garnish 
with small cress.

Sardine Rolls 


Roi out some flaky pastry a quarter-of-an-inch thick, and cut it into 
pieces about two inches long and one-and-a-half inches wide. Flake up 
the sides with the back of a knife and moisten the edges with cold water. 
Place a small sardine on each and fold over neatly, leaving the ends open. 
Place on @& greased tin with the join at the bottom; score across the top 
and brush over with beaten egg. Bake in a hot oven from fifteen to 
twenty minutes, 


Devilled Chestnuts 

WASH some chestnuts and make a slit in the rounded end of each. 
Pot in @ saucepan with water to cover; bring to the boil and cook for 
fjifroen minutes. Then take out a few at a time and remove outer and 
mnoer skins; fry for a few minutes in a little oil or butter. Drain well. 
Have some salt and cayenne ready mixed on a paper. Shake over the 
chestnuts, coating thoroughly. Shake off any loose salt and lay each 
chestnut in a small paper case. 


Cheese Straws 

Yolk of an egg. 

Kutter, 2 ozs. 

Cold water, 1 tablespoonful. 

-irT the flour, salt and cayenne into a bowl; rub in the butter, add 
the cheese and the beaten egg yolk mixed with the water. Mix toa stiff 
paste. knead lightly and roll out on a floured board. Cut into thin strips

Bake on a greased tin in a moderate oven for about seven 
to ton minutes, Slip half-a-dozen straws inside each ring. 


Cheese Biscuits 

' PROCEED as in previous recipe, but roll out the pastry very thin and 
eit out with a round cutter. Prick with a fork and bake in a quick oven 
about ten minutes. These can be eaten plain or can be spread with a 
savoury mixture, such as anchovy butter. For this take half-a-dozen 
anchovies. Wash them thoroughly and remove th® bones. Pound to a 
paste with two ounces of butter, add a few drops of lemon juice and 
season with cayenne. 


Anchovy Rolls 
These are made like sardine rolls, but the strips of pastry should be 
cut somewhat narrower. The small tins of fillets of anchovies in oil are 
«cellent for this purpose as they are prepared ready for use. 


Anchovy Sandwiches 
Roll out some puff pastry quarter-of-an-inch thick, cut into small 
p.cces one-and-a-half inches long and half-an-inch wide. Lay on a greased 
tin the rolled side against the tin, glaze with beaten egg and bake in a 
quick oven. When cold spread with anchovy butter (see recipe for cheese 
biscuits) and sandwich two together. 


Savoury Eggs 
Three eggs. Butter, 1 oz. 
Olives (chopped), | tablespounful. Seasoning. 
Small cress. Beetroot. 

Bol. the eggs hard, then cut them across lengthways and remove the 
yolks. Putthe yolks in a basin and pound them thoroughly with the 
butter, Season highly with salt and pepper and add the finely minced 
olives. Return the mixture to the egg cases, smoothing them over with a 
knife dipped in cold water. Place each on a round of beetroot and garnish 
with small cress.

The Community and the Press 


From the Rev. L. WEIWOW 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sin,—Will you permit me, on behalf of a large section of the Com. 
munity, to raise a word of protest against the all-too-frequent desire on 
the part of our leading institutions to furnish the non-Jewish Press with 
reports of their endeavours, resulting in. the publication of unnecessary 
and undesirable details which are positively harinful to the good name 
and the prestige of the Community ” 

To take a recent example. During the.whole of the period when the 
question of a Communal Rav was under discussion there appeared in the 
local Press frequent reports of meeting and counter-meeting, which 
revealed a state of discord and strife within the Community of which it 
need feel none too proud. It never seemed to dawn upon the leaders 
involved that some of their published observations and remarks disclosed 
a background of petty squabbling and bickering which it were far better 
to hide than to advertise. Add to this an interview which was granted to 
a special Press representative, the subsequent Press posters announcing 
the glad news of a last-minute change of mind, and such headlines as 
afterwards appeared in the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, for instance, 
associating the spiritual leadership with chicken-killing, what effect could 
all this have but to degrade the office contemplated and make a laughing. 
stock of the Community in the eyes of the non-Jewish population ’ 

That there should be differences of opinion in matters affecting the 
Community, and especially in such a novel step as the appointment of a 
Communal Rav is but natural. That a full aceount of important activities 
and proceedings should appear in our own Jewish Press is also but right 
and proper, but that such responsible bodies as the “Manchester 
Shechita Board” and the “Council of Salford and Manchester Jews” 
should be so lacking in foresight as to have allowed a leakage of their 
dissensions and their discussions into the non-Jewish Press, just where 
such a leakage was most undesirable, passes comprehension. Do they 
not realise that there are certain distinctive features of Jewish life which 
are of no concern to the general reading public’ And did it not occur to 
them that the very idea of a “Silanuhtering Board” engaging in the 
appointment of a spiritual leader was in itself, from the view-point of the 
non-Jew, both odd and ludicrous. 

lt is to be hoped that those managing the affairs of the Community 
will, in future, exercise greater care whilst conducting their business and 
will certainly refrain from supplying the general Press with copy which 
holds the Community up to derision and ridicule.

HITLER AND THE BIBLE 

The Rey. William Younger, President of the Methodist Confererce, 
speaking the other day in the Central Hall, Manchester, said that it was 
not amiss for them to remember that the Bible came from the Jew. If 
Hitler could have remembered that one fact, he would never have treated 
the Jew as he had done in the past year. The man who practised c-uelty 
to the nation whose genius became the inspiied medium of the Holy 
Scriptures, the man who treated the nation that gave this book birth in 
the way in which Hitler did, indicated his amateurish insight and his 
disloyalty to the great movements of history. The Jew, said Mr. 
Younger, was one of the most religious men upon the face of the earth. 
He was not emphasising, by that statement, the Jew’'s theological inter- 
pretation of religion, but his living passion for it as he conceived it. It 
was remarkable that this greatest Book of the ages came through the

WHILE deploring the decadence of Hanucah, we cannot concur with 
those who deprecate all Jewish merry-making at Christmas-tide. 
It is one thing to celebrate Christmas and at the same time to 
neglect Jewish feasts; but it is quite another to pay all due 
respect to the latter, and yet to catch some of the prevailing 
spirit of mirth when the former comes. Let us not be too 
puritanic. . There is no reason why we should not enjoy the 
cakes and ale, provided we mend our ways in respect to the 
observance of our own festivals. Questions of health apart, we 
fail to see why Jews should abstain from the good cheer 
peculiarly associated with Christmas, even on Christmas itself. 
Plum pudding and “snap-dragon” are not articles of the 
Christian faith, and there is no fear that indulgence in either 
will weaken a man’s or a child's Judaism, It is very nutural 
on a day which, through the cessation of business, offers an 
opportunity for family reunion, Jews should do as their 
neighbours are doing, and find enjoyment in the pleasures of 
the family. The religious character of the day is but very 
little regarded nowadays, as compared with its purely social 
and secular elements. 
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Athletics, Sports and Clubs 


Prominent Liverpool Athlete. 


One of the best all-round Jewish athletes in the County Palatine is 
Mr. Robert I. Cohen, and we are indebted to the Liverpool correspondent 
of Tae Jewish CHRONICLE for the following details of his career ; 

In 1931, Cohen was 
Victor Ludorum at the 
Liverpool College, where 
he won the 100 and 220 
yards (which record still 
stands), the 120 yards 
hurdies and the putting 
the shot. In 1937, he went 
to Liverpoo! University 
where, as a Fresher, he 
defeated the then Captain 
of Athletics, winning the 
100 and 220 yards. The 
following week, in_ the 
Christie Championships (a 
triangular match between 
the Universities of Man- _ 
chester, Leeds and Liver-™ 5 
pool), he won both sprints. 
At the White City Stadium, 
Cohen became the furlong 
champion of the Univer- 
sities of England, and, as 
such, represented them in a 
match against the Northern 
Counties Athletic Associa. 
tion. In the winter, Cohen 
played wing three-quarter 
for the University Ist AY. 
In that position, his speed 
stood him in good stead; 
but he was unfortunate 
enough in the middle of the 
season to break his ankle.

In 1933, he again §=won Mr. ROcERT I. CoHEN. 
both the sprints at the 
‘Varsity Sports and, as a 
result of the performances, was elected Victor Ludorum. Not so 


lucky as in the previous year, he failed to win the English Universities 
Championships, alfhough equally snecessful in the “Christie” (he won 
both sprints). He was included in the Universities team against the 
Northern Counties, and in the British Universities International Trial 
Team against Hertfordshire and Bedfordshire. As a result of his per- 
formances he was chosen to represent Great Britain at the International 
Universities Games held in Turin, Italy. At the invitation of British 
Maccabi, he competed for Great Britain at. the Jewish Olympiad at 
Prague, where he was second to Engel who was one of the finalists in the 
last Olympic Games. 

In the following season, Cohen was elected Captain of Athletics of the 
University. He inaugurated athletic fixtures at the Liverpool College by 
bringing a team againstthem. Whilst competing in this match he snapped 
a muscle in the thigh; and, as a consequence, he was beaten in the 220 
yards after having won the 100 at the sports hekl by the ‘Varsity the 
previous week. At the “Christie,” for the third year, he wen both 
sprints, thereby helping his team to regain the trophy after an \bsence of 
nine years. He ran forthe British Universities in an Internahynal Relay 
through Paris, the British being the victors of sixteen teams. 

At the Liverpool University it is unprecedented for the Captain of 
Athletics to be re-eleeted, but Cohen's re-election established a precedent. 
He has resigned that office in order to be free to attend the Jewish 
Maccabiad in Tel-Aviv. He is keenly interested in the Jewish Youth 
movement and, as President of the Sefton Park Jewish Club, he has 
done some excellent work.

There is seating accommodation for over 2,000 spectators, and many attractive 
sporting events are arranged. The new stand and members’ enclosure, together 
with many other improvements on the course, have made the Brighton Race 
Meetings increasingly popular. The Dome and Corn Exchange are being recon- 
structed and will provide increased facilities for large Conferences, Exhibitions, 
etc. Besides a variety of other attractions, indoor bowls can now be indulged in 
at the Aquarium during the winter months, and the Undercliff walk from Black 
Rock to Rottingdean is proving exceedingly popular. It is completely sheltered 
from the cold winds, and in January and February last high temperatures 
were recorded. Work will shortly begin on the motor racing track on 
the Downs, where it is hoped to run international s d trials of a nature 
hitherto impossible in this country. , C. 

GREAT WESTERN RAILWAY—During the past year, donsiderable accelera- 
tion of freight train traffic has been effected by the Great Western Railway 
between a number of the more important centres, resulting in a saving in transit 
time in some cases of from twenty-five minutes toas muchas six hours. Traffic 
from Slough, Reading and Basingstoke to Birkenhead, for instance, now arrives 
four-and-a-half hours earlier as the result of the introduction of a new service, 
and in the case of early loaded traffic from Birmingham to Victoria and Albert 
Dock, six hours. Other examples of accelerations are between London and 
Cardiff, 25 minutes; Birmingham and Swausesa, 90 minutes; Birkenhead and 
Cardiff, 82 minutes ; London and Neath, 46 minutes; London and Worcester, 35 
minutes; Bristol, Chippenham and London, 55 minutes : Birmingham and Neath, 
38 minutes; London, Lianelly and Carmarthan, 30 minutes. Traffic from the 
Birmiogham, Bristol and Reading districts to Slough bas been accelerated by 
eighty minutes, thus enab!ing wagons for the Slough Trading Estate to ariive 
about three hours earlier than previously. 

L.N.E.R.—193i has indeed been a busy year for the L.N.E.R. in the matter of 
improving and developing its undertaking. New ; sse: ger halts have been 
opened at Balgreen Road and Ruislip Gardens and, as the outcome of mach 
research, water softening plants have been erected at nine locomotive depots and 
are now in use. Thesubstitation of the old semaphore type signal by automatic 
colour light signals has been extended and the new signals have been installed 
on many sections of line. On the passenger side the chief improvements 
are the provision of arm rests in third class carriages on the principal trains, 
installation of a dictaphone service on the Newcastle-London-Newcastle express; 
the extension of the scheme for painting the stations in brighter colours, which 
during 1985 is to be carried out at Marylebone, King’s Cross, Liverpool! Street, 
and Newcastle, among others. No less than thirty-one different types of holiday 
season tickets have been issued during the year together with season tickets for 
the Eastern Belle Pullman excursions and the extension of the programme of 
cvening excursions.

Grand Order Sons of Jacob 


REVIEW OF ANNUAL REPORT 
[From our Correspondent) 


Prefaced by a review of the sad plight of Jewry in so many 
ae of the world, the Order's Annual Report expresses the 
hope that our people may in the near future be eased of the 
inhumanities and sufferings which they have been forced to bear 
Within recent years. Giving thought to future developments, the 
Order advocates the need for wise planning many years ahead. 
rhe definite and appreciable increase in the membership is one of the 
favourable factors in these troubled times which justifies enterprise. 
New Lodges are strengthening the place occupied by the Sons of Jacob, 
and in addition many of the older Lodges are showing progressive 
membership figures. Only increasing propaganda can guarantee 
consistent growth, and in this respect the Order is in the fortunate 
position of being able to rely on several enthusiastic workers in 
London and the Provinces, particularly Bro. Gilbert, the Chairman 

of | ropaganda. lhe result of all this activity is that, at the latest 
return, ordinary membership stood at 3,468 which, added to the 
Ladies’ Guild membership of 4,451, gives a total of 7,919, with funds 
of about £20,000. This brings the Sons of Jacob to the proud 
position of third largest Jewish Order in the United Kingdom. The 
Manchester and Leeds Propaganda Councils are thanked for their 
efforts to promote the interests of the Orders in their areas. About 
£300 was paid over to the Central British Fand for German Jewry. 
The Association has “resumed the even tenor of its ways, which 
presumably is as much as we shall obtain froma body so constituted.”

That must be a matter for 
the conscierce of another Chairman of the Association and. certain other 
individuals, Mr. Perey Cohen was faced with a difficult situation upon assuming 
office. Apparently this situation has been overcome, and it will be found that 
the Order Sons of Jacob played no smal! part in helping to smooth the path, 

The main conclusion arrived at by the Order in regard to the year's 
activities of the Association is that the time has been well spent, mainly 
in restoring peace and harmony in the movement. Dealing with the Board 
of Deputies, on which the Order is also represented, the Report refers to 
the duty of criticism, and goes on to say: 

‘* Were it not for the fact that the Joint Chairmen of the Foreign Committes 
are men of such outstanding brilliance and so eminently trustworthy, it would 
indesd be the most difficult tisk for any delegate at the Board to retain his seat 
conscientionsly. Our difficulties were somewhat enhanced by a certain feeling 
of disquiet as to the Board's powers of executive efficiency which was disclosed 
by the Committee upon Administration, 


The Report also stresses the need of combating anti-Semitic influences

CRIME PLAY AT THE “ QUEENS" 


When the curtain rises and reveals the hall in Lady Groom. 
bridge's house on the outskirts of London complete with suit of 
armour and after-dinner ladies engaged in conversational pyro- 
technics and references to the “diary murders,” one knows exactly 
the sort of story that is to be offered. . 

I wonder why it is that at a perié@ “when a number of murders are 
baffling the police, playwrights should lag so far behind in point 
of originality of erime and motive and ingenuity on the part of the 
criminal. The super-normal cunning of the criminal lanatic was certainly 
not evidenced by the murderer in this play, and the chances he took 
indicated mental moranism rather than ingenious perversion. 

The cast is a dazzling assemblage of talent including Ellis Jeffreys, 
Leonora Corbett, Frank Cellier, D. A. Clarke-Smith, Robert Douglas and 
Hel-n Haye. But even they can make no great shakes out of the 
uninteresting material they have to work on. The part which Dorothy 
Hyson was to have played is very efficiently taken by Cathleen Cordell, 
owing to the former's attack of German measles; and though, as I say, 
Miss Cordell does very well indeed, I could not help grudging the unavoid- 
able change as, when the play is not the thing, one can always fall back 
for enjoyment on the contemplation of Miss Hyson’s lovely appearence, 
and spend the time as happy as a king. 

A word of praise is certainly due to Ley On for ‘his excellent 
performance as the Chinese Butler. 


“This Year, Next Year . . .” 


The excellence of this refreshingly impudent revue at the Gate 
Theatre is reflected in the thought that has been haunting me ever 
since I saw it: Why can’t we have more of this sort of thing ? 

Responsibility for this feast of impertinent satire is shared by a 
number of clever authors, under the production of Norman Marshall. 
The hearty spirit of Pantegruelism is well in evidence, as indeed it should 
be in intimate revue, and the beautaful and merciless thrusts are delivered 
at all and sundry, at book reviewers, at Beverley Nicholites, at the 
intellectual snobs of our day, at the Ministry of Transport, the B.B.C.

Non-Stop Revue at the Prince of Wales 

The new revue at the Prince of Wales Theatre “ Folies en Parade " is 
much more French in spirit than the previous shows of the kind at this 
house. It has polish and beauty of setting, instead of the somewhat 
raw lavishness that used fo mark these shows. Though there isa great 
wealth of costume and spectacle, the items are far more pointed and the 
luxury of presentation justified with the grace of ideas where formerly the 
cubits added to the height of headdress or the extravagance of fineries 
bore little indication that they had resulted from taking thought.

Next Week’s Premieres 


“THE SCARLET PIMPERNEL,” Leicester Square Theatre (““A"™ 
Certificate), 

The first startling feature of this production is an announcement which 
describes the narrative, from the Baroness Orczy story of course, as by 
Lajos Biro, Sam Behrmann, Robert Sherwood and Arthur Wimperis and 
while it is difficult to imagine just what all these notable gentlemen were 
able to do on th* subject, it is a fact that they have produced an effective 
film story, rich in suspense, but lacking in mystery—from which Alexander 
Korda has made yet another distinguished costume piece on behalf 
of London Films. <A second startling feature is a vicious exposition 
of the guillotine which, occurring almost at the opening of the picture, 
one feels to be unwise is that it is liable to put andiences in too grim a 
wnood for the light romance and comedy which are te follow. Itis presum.- 
ably intended to gain sympathy for the Pimpernel’s efforts on behalf of 
doomed French aristocrats but, despite the inexcusable nature of the 
executions, it is apt to cause one to reflect that they may possibly have 
earned their fates. Another serious implication without so much 
relevance to the film story is contained in a remark by the corpulent 
Prince of Wales that ‘‘when a nation chooses to go mad it has 
the right ta commit every horror within its own boundaries.” Sir 
Percy Blackeney, however, did not share this opinion, and, thanks 
to his valiant, thongh quite incredible, exploits in opposition to “those 
Frenchies,” the picture has excitement as well as comedy and convincing 
colourful settings. Leslie Howard, a perfect screen actor, is an exquisitely 
foppish Sir Percy, while the admirable restraint of his Pimpernel phases 
rescues the part from an absurdity of “derring do” heroism. That Lady 
Blakeney is not one.of Merle Oberon's, most successful performances is 
probably due to the lack of emotional appeal that is a refreshing feature 
of many ambitious British productions -refreshing, that is, by contrast 
with the facile, vulgar emotionalism which so often mars the Hollywood 
product. Physically speaking, though, Miss Oberon’s is the most beautiful 
display even she has yet given us, and, as her sponsor, Mr. Korda has 
every reason to be proud of her progress. Raymond Mass¢y as Chanvelin 
occasionally betrays his greater experience of stage acting but has a 
few delicious comedy scenes with Mr. Howard and could have a screen 
future in such suitable smoothly villainous roles. No other parts amount 
to very much which is particularly unfortunate in the case of the 
interesting casting of Ernest Milton as Robespiere. 


**FORGOTTEN MEN "’—Rialto 


This is the most grimly engrossing of all war. films. It consists of 
scenes filmed on the actual battlefields of the Great War expertly formed 
by Norman Lee into a terrible chronicle of European history during those 
nightmare years. The quality of the photography is often surprising, and 
while these actual scenes may not possess in themselves the grip of the 
manufactured war horrors of many previous films they are lent tremendous 
emphasis by the appalling, disgraceful fact of their reality. Sound effects 
have been adeptly added, and Sir John Hammerton, who is of course the 
famous war historian, contributes a technically perfect commentary 
which never obtrudes, but continually provides necessary and useful 
information. Naturally the story is told from our own standpoint, 
though it is no more specifically pro-Allies than it is deliberately anti. 
war. Quite rightly the view has been taken that a cold literal presenta. 
tion of the facts, aided by conclusive photographic evidence, renders 
superfluous definite pacifist propaganda in the text. Sir John is 
assisted by a “ class” of war heroes, including ex-enemy representatives, 
of whom he occasionally asks leading questions in a rather school. 
masterly manner—questions which lead to enthralling, pitiful or even 
faintly amusing anecdotes in reminiscence. There is also a foreword by Gen. 
Sir lan Hamilton, and during the picture @ few expressive Words by Major 
Brunel Cohen, but the important part of the film remains the remarkable, 
authentic recori of the great tragedy of 1914-18. This points out such 
facts as the terrible effectiveness even in those days of war from the air, 
and the less tangible. térrors of gas and submarine warfare, while the 
terrorisation of the civilian population by air raids, even when not very 
effective, and by food blockade is also illustrated and suitably tonched 
upon by the commentator. How the slaughter grew more and more ruth- 
less and how, as we saw in “ All Quiet on the Western Front,” the armies 
grew ever younger is also tragically demonstrated in a production which, if 
not exhaustive, is thorough and should be withheld from no one who 
wishes to learn the truth. 


LORNA DOONE’’—Adelphi (“ A” Certificate)
